It Is his- business 
to look to the surroundings of the 
men and to see that they are the best 
that can be had under the existing 
conditions. While it lies in the imme- 
diate power of the commander o[ a 
ship to ignore the oral recommenda- 
tions of the medical officer, the latter 
without, prejudicing himself 
in

way has the right to flle a written 
appeal to higher authority, which ap- 
peal the commander Is compelled to 
forward. 
For Instance, a command- 


er might order to duty a man whom 
the medical officer tells him is unfit. 
The doctor conld, and probably would, 
flle a protest and the commander who 
had put aside the dictates of human- 
ity would stand a very good chance 
of bringing down censure upon hiij 
own head.

Spokane, Wash., Oct. 5.—Workmen 


are draining a small lake near Or- 
ville in Okanogan County, Wash., to 
save an immense deposit of epsom 
salts, owned by II. McCammon of Or- 
ville and Ills associates, who took up 
the land under a mineral right. A, 
W. Doland, president of the Spokane 
Drug.' Company, has made numerous 
laboratory tests and pronounces the 
salts equal to the German 
product, 


the -wholesale price of which is twen- 
ty-five cents a pound. The lake, in 
which the deposit was found some 
time ago, is 1000 feet in length and 
about 180 feet in width and of un- 
measured depth. The bed and banks 
are covered with a thick deposit, and 
it is believed there are thousands of 
'.ons of salts available for commer- 
cial purposes.
